HISTORICAL DATA 


QCWA had it's inception during a 10-meter round taple on Friday evening, Novemper 14,.1947, 
when John DiBlasi, W2FX; Uda Ross, W2UD; John Gioe, W2FD; Edwin S, Crane, W2EF; Dr. Ernest 
Cyriax, W2DI and Irving R. Groves, W2DX, decided they should meet together and with other 
old-timers, to form an Association of Amateur Radio Operators who had been licensed twenty 
five years or longer. 


The first official meeting was held on Friday evening, December 5, 1947, in New York City, 
at which time the following old-timers were elected as Officers of the newly founded Quarter 
Century Wireless Association, Inc. John DiBlasi, President; George T. Droste, W2IN, Vice- 
President; Leon A. Hansen, W2FIT, Secretary and David Talley, WZPF, Treasurer.

NAME AND PURPOSES OF THE ASSOCIATION

(f) No part of the activities of the Association shall include participating in or 
intervening in (including the publication or distribution of statements for) any 
political campaign on behalf of any candidate for public office or engaging in any 
substantis] way, directly or indirectly, in carrying on propaganda or otherwise 
attempting to influence legislation. 


(g) In the event of dissolution, all of the remaining assets and property of the

ARTICLE TIT 
BOARD 


? DIRECTORS 


The Board of Directors shall have control over the property and affairs of the Association and shall 
fix its policies. It shall have the power to hold meetings, appoint committees, suspend, censure and 
all necessary and proper steps to carry out the principles of the Association and to promote its 
best interests, It shall appoint a General Manager and such other employees as may be considered 
necessary and fix their compensation. 


Meetings of the Board of Directors and the regular meetings of the Association may be held within any 
state of the United States as authorized by the Board of Directors. 

Special mectings of the Board of Directors may, at the call of the President, be convened and action 
taken by mail or telephonic communications, 

No Officer or Director shall receive renumeration for his services in any capacity. This is not to 
preclude reimbursement for documented expenses approved by the President. 

Each Officer and Director of the Association shall serve for a term of two (2) years or until his 
successor is duly elected. 

A vacancy in the Board of Directors shall be deemed to occur upon the death or resignation of a member 
or upon his refusal to act. 

Robert's Rules of order shal! govern meetings of the Board of Directors and of the Association in all 
cases which are applicable. 


DUTIES OF OFFICERS 


The President shall preside at all meetings of the Association and of the Board of Directors. He 
shall, with the assistance of the General Manager, carry out the mandates and directives of the 
Board of Director: He shall appoint such committees as he or the Board of Directors shall consider 
expedient or necessary. 


In the absence of the President, the Vice President shall perform his dutes, In the absence of hoth 
the President and Vice President, such officers as may be present shall select a member of the Board 
to assume the duties of the President. 


‘The Secretary shall record the procedings of all meetings of the Board of Directors. te shall 
promptly furnish copies of the minutes of these meetings to 211 members of the Board and publish a 
summary in the QCWA News. He shall be responsible for maintaining the corporate status of the 
Association and filing all corporate reports and certificates which may be required. 


The Treasurer shall be responsible for the funds of the Association and shall be accountable to the 
Board of Directors, fe shall prepare a proposed operating budget for submission to the Board of 
Directors prior to each Annual Meeting of the Board, 


Upon the termination of his term of office, each Officer shall send to his successor, within 30 days, 
all property of the Association in his custody. 
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ARTICLE V 


Section 1. The General Manager shall be appointed by the Board of Directors, He shall manage the affairs of the 
Association under the direction of the President and/or the Board of Directors, He shall attend all 
meetings of the Board but without vote. He shall collect all monies due the Association and turn 
them over to the Treasurer. He shail from time to time furnish to the Board of Directors such reports 
as may be required. le shall be the General Manager of the Association's publications. He shall 
prepare and submit to cach annual meeting of the Board of Directors a comprehensive report of the 
progress and status of the uffairs of the Association. 


Section 2. The Association's directories, year book, membership lists or other membership mailing facilities 
shall not be sold nor be made available to any person or organization without the prior approval of 
the Board of Directors, 


Section 3, Subscriptions to the QCWA News may be accepted by the General Manager from persons not qualified 
for membership, upon receipt of payment of the fees prescribed for membership.

No member may qualify for nomination to be an Officer or Director of the Association unless he shall 
have been a member in good standing continuously for more than two (2) years immediately preceding 
his nomination, 


Section 3. A Nominating Committee to select eligible cundidales for the offices of President, Vice President, 
Secretary, Treasurer and appropriate Director positions shall be appointed by the President, subject 
to approval of the Board of Directors, no later than July of even-numbered calendar years. Nominations 
made by this Committee shall be announced in the Winter issue of QCWA News along with a call for 
petitions from tie membership for additional nominations. 


Section 4, Nominations of Officers and Director candidates may be submitted by the membership by petition signed 
by at least 30 members in good standing. Such petitions shall be submitted to the etary, post- 
marked no later than 10 February of odd-numbered years. Upon receipt of such a petition, the Secretary 
shall, upon verifying the validity of the petition and the eligibility of the candidates, cause the 
names of the candidates to be placed on the ballot along with those submitted by the Nominating 
Committee. Publication of the list of all eligible candidates shall be made in the Spring Issuc of 
the QCWA News, 


Section 5, Each candidate shall be requested to submit in writing a brief biographical outline to the Secretary 
by March | of the odd-numbered calendar year. ‘This biographical outline shall be published in the 
Spring issue of the QCWA News. 


Section 6, Ballots shall be sent no Jater than May of each odd-numbered year to each member in good standing. ‘The 
polis shul! be open no less than 60 days after the date of the ballot mailing, Election of candidates 
shall be by written ballot vote of a plurality of the members voting before the close of the polls. 


Section 7, The President shall, with the approval of the Board of Directors, appoint two or more tellers to count 
the ballots, The tellers shall certify in writing the results of the ballot count for each candidate 
to the Secretary and to the General Manager. 


Section 8, Results of the election shall be published prior to the annual meeting. Candidates shal! be notified 
by the General Manager of the results of the balloting via telephone within 24 hours of certification 
by the Secretary. 

CHAPTERS 
Section 1, Chapters may from time to time be formed upon approval of the Board of Directors. The requirement for 


a Chapter shall be as follows: 


(a) Each Chapter member must be and continue to be a member in good standing of the Quarter Century 
Wireless Association, Inc. 


(b) The Chapter must have at least ten (10) members residing in the same geographical area, 


{c) The Constitution and By-Laws of each Chapter must be consistant with the principles of the 
Constitution and By-laws of the Quarter Century Wireless Association, Inc, 


(d) Each Chapter shall elect a President/Chairman and other officers as required to conduct the 
business of the Chapter. The Secretary shall correspond with the QCWA Headquarters Office and 
keep the General Manager informed of current information regarding the Chapter, 


(e) Fach Chapter may have such local business or social meetings as it wishes and for such purposes 
as are within the spirit of the Quarter Century Wireless Association, Inc. 
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ARTICLE VIII 


FINANCIAL OBLIGATIONS 


Section 1, All obligations incurred by the Association shall be solely corporate obiigations and no personal 
liability whatsoever shall attach to, or be incurred by, any member, Officer or Director of the 
Association by reason of any such corporate obligations. 


Section 2, Expenditures beyond those approved in the Annual Budget shall not be made without prior approval of

Directory of Members 


Your 1982 QCWA MEMBERSHTP PIRECTORY is the 14th such volume printed QCWA's history, Directories 
were published in the years 1949, 1950, 1952, 1953, 1962, 1964, 1966, 1968, 1970, 1972, 1974, 1976, 
and 1979. This 1982 Volume is the largest published. 


Whereever possible titles and professional designations have been omitted. Sorting has been done 
by district numbers then by the following three letters AAA-ZZZ and then the two prefix letters in 
contrary motion. All members with US Zip codes, whether in Hawaii or Puerto Rico are identified by 
the call district first. Members not sorted in the US group were sorted in the same fashion. Any 
country with four or more QCWA members have been given a group designation. Ali others were placed 
in one group. American members with foreign addresses were given a special group designation. Tt 
should be noted that Canadian and other international members who reside in the United States will 
be found in the appropriate US District, even though their call may be a VE - etc. 


The computer is a DEC-10. Typing was done with an IBM line printer using a cotton ribbon, There 
have been a few requests (2) for summer and winter address being listed. We have not done this be- 
cause of the problem of mailing. The computer roster is used to provide mailing labels. With per- 


manent listings of two addresses for members, they would receive two publications, two ballots, and 
so on, The matter could be adapted if we were always notified of the address of each member but we 
often do not receive word of a change until mail is returned. 


The QCWA roster is maintained in the computer at the University of Texas at Arlington. It is added 
to almost on a daily basis. QCWA now has more than 3000 changes in the roster each year. We are 
using a Digital fA-36 matrix printer to communicate with the U'TA computer. At present our computer 
consultant is working so that we may use our Northstar in-house computer and the CRT to make all of 
the regular changes in the roster, and when this is done and checked, it wili then be fed directly 
om computer to computer over land-lines. At present we are operating at 300 baud. Special cir- 
cuits operating at 1200 baud are available at a considerable increase in cost. These are not yet 
necessary, but with the continued growth of QCWA, we may soon see them operating.
